AGERE PROSPECTS: 




3* Our major sources of CABATON agent leads aontlnue to be the two groups which 
have been mentioned in previous progress reports: those German* who have placed 

newspaper advertisements seeking part-time work, and the sizeable group of German- 
born, naturalised PBPRXME citizens living in Germany who come to our attention 
through consular registrations. 

With regard to the first group, ws systematically comb various German 
newspapers each weak for suitable advertisements, and shift our emphasis to 
different cities from tima to time In order to build up agent concentrations in 
each of several locations. In this manner we strive to make the most economical 
use of our case officer time. A lead who lives in an out-of-the-way location la 
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usually dropped as not twine worth a separate trip to visit bin. We have found 
that in order to efficiently manage a project employing 66 agents, we mast be 
dlserl Mn a t ln c in our selection of scent prospects. Re celts fron the newspaper 
eearehes have been so rewardlnc that we have not had to fall back on the devloe 
of placing advertleenents ourselves, as was once dene. 

Anong the re PRIME prospects, Bonn Eleaent, Duesseldorf continues to pass 
on sons of the leads located through consular registrations in that olty, while 
CAWHXP of that Eleaent contacts others. During the quarter we extracted data on 
35 prcnlslng agent leads fron the registration files of the IB PRIME Consulate in 
Frankfurt, a source which was eentloned In Reference. We have not yet contacted 
any of these persons, however, as we have held sufficient leads fron other souroes. 

In addition, other Bases within the German Station occasionally recommend 
forner agents or contacts as being well suited for CABATOM, and acne of these 
persons are subsequently approached for reorultnent. 

Finally, as eentloned previously, sane CATRAN3XT leads who have appeared 
to be better notarial for CABATOM have bean referred to us for further a on tact. 

OTHER MAH- FAcnJTiES t 

6. During the reporting period we gave up six of the 16 Frankfurt post offloe 

1 boxes we had held, after determining that there was no further operational need for 
any of then. Aa had been anticipated, this significantly reduced the aaount of 
ease officer tine formerly devoted to the regular servicing of the boxes. We hope 
to be able to drop three of the remaining 11 boxes during the next quarter. There 
will still be enough post offloe boxes to satisfy future requirements for those 
addresses, and we will be able to spend even lees tine on their handling, since 
those boxes located in the more remote Frankfurt post offices will have been dropped. 
We still service the General Delivery address mentioned in the past, and during the 
reporting period assumed the handling of a second General Delivery address as well.

7 . There were no further developments during the quarter concerning the 
strange letter received by CAB ATOM/74, which waa described in the Reference.' The 
agent was terminated in July as a result of that lnoldent. 


We have been unable to obtain any further clarification on the CATIDE 
query concerning our Box 2, APO 757 cover address, also discussed in the Reference. 
Another Inquiry made through MLB brought the reply that CATE® claimed they were 
"still awaiting delivery fron (a) field base" of the "letter" which they alleged 
hod Implicated the address. We will ask MLB to question CATIDE ones more, but 
doubt whether we will learn anything further about the matter. 


A security incident occurred late in June, after the Reference had been 
written. CAWHIP of Duesseldorf Operations Group was reported to the Duesseldorf 
Criminal Police by a CABATOM prospect be had contacted, and was in fact apprehended 
upon returning for a second visit to the person. By the time CAWHIP was brought 
into the polios station, however, the police had been notified through ODIBKX that 
CAWHIP was AI8. CAWHIP was immediately released, and there were no further 
difficulties. 


In September, [ was reported to the Criminal Police in 

Essen by a man be had unsuccessfully tried to recruit. Another police query 
reached us through_QDIBEX and Duesseldorf Operations Group, and the police were 
duly notified of [affiliation. 


FINANCE: 


8. (_ was obligated to +h» caraton project during the period 1 July - 

21 September 190 *, as compared with: uthori zed for expenditure during the 

reporting period. The unusually large obligated amount came about partly as a 
result of the large number of new recruitments, and partly because Projeot officers 
received sizeable oaah advances during this period. We expect that the two figures 
will not be so divergent during the next quarter.
